Dear Roy 


Just thought I would write and give you fine folks some inputs for 
your next club newsletter. I would also like to say that the T- 
Shirts look great. 

The first item concerns the Borg-Warner T- 10 4 speed found in 
many of the Falcons. I had a recurring problem with mine 
constantly jumping out of 3rd gear. I replaced the complete , 
Syncro. Assy. and it was still jumping out. After close inspection 
of the Synchro teeth on the 3rd gear itself, I decided to change 
it. Now the real problem began. This gear was not available 
anywhere in the state of AZ. I finally located the gear at the 
following address: (Arrow Warehouse Distributors, LaVerne, Calif.) 
This gear was manufactured by Republic Gear Works and to the best 
of my knowledge it is only available from a Republic Gear Distrib- 
utor. I might also add that the warehouse I delt with would not 
sell directly to the consumer, but only to certain parts houses. 

By the way, my Sprint no longer jumps out of gear. 

The second item of interest concerns literature available on 
Falcons. I have been playing with Falcons for 5 years now and the 
literature available has been negligble. I have found a bosk that 
should be part of every Falcon enthysiasts library. (Automobile 
Quarterlv, Volume 17 No 4) The article covers 16 pages with 4 
color plates. The article is authored by George F. Merwin, Who was 
apparently the team Chief for Falcon's first Monte Carlo races. 

The article is excellent and tells how the Sprints first came into 
being. With authoritive writers like Mr Merwin around, perhaps 

the Falcon Club could offer him a free lifetime membership or 
something in exchange for further info, to be published in the Club 
Newsletter. 
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I have read in two different sources that the Falcon Sprints 
were offered with Special Suspension Packages, however the Ford 
parts books don't list any.

Dear Roy 


Thanks very much for the excellent neesletter and membership 
card to the F.C.A. Though I'm normally not much of a "joiner" of 
anything I do have an obsession for elderly Falcons (particularly 
61's); hense, my avid membership to the F.C.A's cause. 

I have a bit of information pertaining to your recent Question 
and Answer Section: Only the 1960 Falcons were benfit of front- 
fender top accessary ornaments. In 61 they were first offered and 
some Deluxe models came with them (though rarely) while others 
could be obtained from dealers and installed. They weren't . 
commonly ordered (even the 61 Owners manuals don't list them as an 
accessary), nevertheless, they were offered. 

There fender - top ornaments came in two differant styles in 61, 
the more common type being of a half-spear design and solidly 
chrome plated. The uncommon type had a translucent vane of heavy 
plastic behind the "spears" head. 

Though the plastic and chrome ornaments looked spiffy and are 
decidedly more uncommon that the all chrome units, they did have 
a tendency to "weather", i.e., to check, crack or chip and, as 
you might guess, easily broken, espesially in a fender bender or 
with brittle old age. 

You're correct in that the 62 and 63 had the fender - top 
ornaments, though they were of a different design from the 61's, 
having a circular Fort Crest embedded‘in plastic atop the chrome 
base, and I hope you can use this bit of information to possible 
pass along. 

I have a question: have you or any member seen a "Deluxe" 61 
Ranchero ? I have never, though in my 61 Falcon SOP manual it 
shows a Ranchero with the "Deluxe" side trim (body contour trim) 
like the other "Deluxe" sedans and two & four door "Deluxe" wagons 
had. I have several fullcolor, detailed advertisements of the 61 
Ranchero, but none of them are depicted with the chrome body-side 
trim. I would like to learn whether there were such "DeLuxe" 61 
Rancheros offered then, or if the sketch in the ship manual is in 
error. (Possibly the trim was "dealer installed ?" 

I'm also looking to purchase four good, used 13" 61 Falcon 
wheel-covers (not hubcaps) which wan't cost me a lung. I'd prefer 
N.0.S., sure, but the cost of them is a bit prohibitive, espec- 
ally since my Ranchero will be used for most of the year and isn't 
being restored to be a concours show machine, though I do intend 
it to be well detailed "original" specimen. 
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Have you any info on the production amount mumbers for the 
Rancheros, from 1969 on up until they became the Fairlane 
Ranchero's ? I'd appreciate any light you could shed on this. 
The 61's don't seem to be as common as the 60's or 62's; I 
searched for seven years to find a good, restorable 61 (from 1972 
to 1979) and in my travels I found about two 60's and possibly 
four 62's for each 61 I investigated, covering the largest portion 
of the U.S. and a broad expanse of Canada. My curiousity has 
been piqued for many years. All years, however, seem to be 
uncommon. 

I own four 61 Falcons; two are four-door sedans and two are 
Rancheros. Of the four of then, two are "parts cars" with the 61 
Ranchero being my special pride "n" joy, My fiancee, Julie, owns 
a beautiful, mint condition 62 Futura, with the 170 C.I. engine 
and automitac, with bucket seats, console and tinted glass. 

I would like to order three Falcon Club decals from you. 

Congratulations on having the foresight to form the F.C.A. 

It has been long overdue and it's time has come.
